In this type of gathering, all we hear are 
exchanges of flattery and pleasantry， And we are usually 
bombarded with much citing of the candidates' past achieve- 
ments, which regrettably, donot usually relate to our commu- 
nity or have any effect on Chinese Americans. Speeches by 
candidates again are full of fowery compliments to the Chi- 
nese Americans，which in reality only betray their jignorance- 
about us and our many problems. We would much rather hear 
their election platform and their views on the issues, particu- 
jarly those that affect the wejlfare and livelihood of the Chinese 
comImnunities. 


Our community is further insulted by candidates who think 
that they could have the Chinatown votes““sewn up”by get- 
ting the endorsements of merely a few. 


Candidates should know that the Chinese American com- 
Imunity is growing in size and political awareness. It would be 
unwise for political aspirants to ignore us. By the same token， 
it would be just as unwise for them to stereotype the Chinese 
voters， 


Weurge all candidates to study the problems of Chinatown 
in depth and to dedicate themselves to helping this commu- 
nity when elected. 

We also urge Chinese Americans to seek out the views of 
the candidates on community-related issues and to hold them 
to their promises.
